It has been a commonly accept- 
ed belief that Jeffersontown was 
originally "Brunerstown," and 
a good many contend that a man 
named Bruner first settled' Irert. 
But we have nothing to sub- 
stantiate this claim further than 
a surmise. 

The writer has before him a 
copy of the minute book of tlu 
Board of Trustees of Jefferson- 
town, from 1799 to 1831 which' 
contains a good many feature! 
that would doubtless prove in- 
teresting to a number of our 
citizens who would readily rec- 
ognize the n»mes of former "city 
dads" who also have a number of 
descendants still living here- 
The original book, from which 
mine is a copy, is still in a well 
preserved state, plainly written 
with a quill pen ; and extends to 
1851, but my copy ends with 1831, 
the purpose being to obtain a 
record of actions of the Town 
Board with reference to sale and 
transfer of town lots. The same 
is perhaps not nearly complete 
as it would seem there were meet 
ings of the Board of Trustees long 
prior to January 19, 1799, which 
is evidenced by the fact that a 
meeting held on that date Johm 
Stucky was elected to succeed 
himself as President of the Board, 
and in support of the claim that 
JclTersontown was among the 
very first sett'kwicnts, an ordi- 
nance was passed September 12, 
1815, requiring Win. Shannon and 
others to remove a log house 
which by reasons of its decayed 
condition was dangerous to ped- 
estrians. This house must have 
been of considerable age, to have 
been in a decayed condition.

Perched atop of their meagre 
Lares and Penates, this family of 
refugees is leaving Salonica to seek 
a new home in the interior of 
Greece. This movement from the 
port towns, which were over- 
whelmed by the influx of destitute, 
following the destruction of Smyrna 
and the evacuation of Thrace after 
the defeat of the Greek armies, Is 
said by observers in the field to be 
doomed in many cases to failure. 
Greece is not a new, on worked 
country and American Red Cross 
reports agree with Greek govern- 
ment pronouneementa that the as- 
similation of 1,000,000 heterogeneous 
persons is virtually impossible. 

Since September, when the refu- 
gees began to pour into Greece from 
Anntolia and Eastern Thrace, the 
American Red Cross has been ex- 
tending emergency relief. It was 
-•■ successful in cairying ' 



lief program that the refugees were 
quickly supplied with food and 
ilankets. In cbnseqcnce of 'this the

danger of epidemics among the ref- 
ugees was combatted by the en- 
forcement of the strictest measures 



delousing stations, and . . 
lishment of isolation and other hos- 
pitals. It is significant of the 
thoroughness with which this work 
was done that the entire refugee 
movement was marked by no seri- 
ous epidemic outbreak such as 
have characterized similar forced 
mass migrations in other countries. 

Colonel William N. Haskell, who 
was appointed hy, Judge John Bar- 
ton Payne Chairman of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, to direct the relief 
operations in Greece, has on his 
staff competent American execu- 
tives, medical men and nurses, and 
is receiving the heartiest co-opera- 
tion of the Greek government. The 
control of the American supplies 
remains securely in the hands of 
Americans and the distribution is 
conducted in a busiiu ss-like in I 
efficient manner. More than $2,60(1,- 
000 has been expended in the work 
from the disaster emergency relief 
funds of the Red Cross. 

It is clearly recognized that the 
relief now being administered is 
purely an emergency measure ari l 
that some permanent s»lution, <■"'- 
side the scope of American chv . 
is a basic need.
